The Seaator was advised that 1 told Mr. Wlnchc 
that be would likely be in trouble U he made this document public; that he would nui 
be serving the public Interest and it was possible he might face prosecution la 
view of the confidential character of the document. 1 mentioned that this coaver ** 
lien occurred the same day the document was produced before the Mundt Commute
